The foregoing is presented asa true statement of cash 
received and expended for the past year. Also the liabilities - 
and assets of the town, as presented by the Selectmen and 
Treasurer. Had it not been for the expense incurred in build- 
ing the new bridge, the road at each end, and about $1.000 
paid out for repairs of highways and bridges, for this and 
previous years, it would have shown as large a reduction of our 
indebtedness as in former years; but as it is, it shows a small 
increase; yet on a careful examination of the books, bills and 
vouchers, I am satisfied that our business has been very pru- 
dently managed. I will again venture to suggest that we 
should devise some means by which the large highway tax 
raised every year be so expended as to keep our roads, bridges 
and walks’in proper repair, without the large expenditure of 
cash raised for other purposes.
